THE TAX LEVY. 


Mayor Tom Knotts, of Can-, has been arrested on 


a charge of soliciting and accepting a bribe in connec- 
tion with a franchise deal with a heatng company in 
the Model City. Mayor Tom Knotts declares there 
is absolutely nothing to it. This ought in fairness to 
have been ascertained by his accusers before they 
sought his arrest. It is not at all nice to arrest mayors 
who have done nothing to nobody. 


' Fort Wayne can get along without an increase of 
the tax levy, but if the city does it will also have to 
get along without some of the things proposed for the 
improvement of the city. It is an issue that is up to 
the people to be decided through their representatives 
in the council. 


Under contemplation and badly needed are a new 


garbage cremator}' and a more efficient system of gar- 
bage collection, a street repair plant and extensive and j 
in some cases costly repair of the streets, more means 
for street cleaning and modern devices for the work, 
further track elevation, additional parks, river im- 
provements, an enlarged and better appointed city hail 
and the improvement of outer ends of streets connect- 
ing with rural highways. This program of improve- 
ment can come only through a provision of means, and 
such means will not be forthcoming save by an increase 
of the municipal revenues. The present tax rate will 
not afford such an increase. 


The tax payers who attended the Commercial club's 


conference on an increase of the levy—and among 
those present were some of the heaviest individual 
taxpayers in the city a? well as representatives of in- 
terests that pay heavy taxes—were unanimous for a 
higher rate. Yet these are only a small percentage of 
the taxpayers and representative of only a small per- 
centage of the aggregate of taxes. The great body 
of the people has not expressed itself. There is no 
provision by which the taxpayers can formally initiate 


j a movement for higher taxes nor any way by which 
: a referendum can be had. The people, however, can 


make their views known to their councilmen, and this 
,Cught to be done. 


It would be idle to deny that Fort Wayne needs 


more money if seme things very essential to municipal 
progress are to be done. The people ought to take 
early occasion to make known whether or not they arc 
willing to assume the small additional burden that is 
•proposed. We believe they will consider the burden 
•worth while and be willing to carry it.

The Astor-Forcc affair is doubtless neither better

Public attention has been singu- 


larly focused on this affair and decent sentiment 
•throughout the country has been provoked to express 
: itself with much unanimity and vigor.

'have been unhesitating in denouncing the union and 
.•Mr. Astor has had difficulty finding a clergyman 
i willing to solemnize such a marriage. This will not 
' prevent a repetition of such an example of unholy 
wedlock, but it will do much to hasten the day when 
such a marriage following such a divorce as the an- 
nulment of the Astor marital bonds will be impossible. 
.The law will follow the sentiments of society upon 
'•the subject of divorce and remarriage and the senti- 
, ment against such a legal mating as is exemplified in 
! this Astor case is rising like a tide. A social reform 
i of this sort cannot come rapidly, but this reform is 
coming. Moral sentiment has had a real shock in this

When B. F. Yoakum. chairman of the Frisco lines, 


argnr-d that the trouble with the XTnlted States was not 
th«» high cost of living;, but the high cost of selling, he 
epitomized a condition on which much comment previ- 
ously had been made without attracting the attention it 
deserved. 


The average householder who complained 
of 
the 


high price of foodstuffs did not pause to think that he 
himself might be to hlamo. 
It had been pointed out, 


from various sources, that the difference between the 
cost of living today and the cost ten or fifteen years ago 
was represented by the increased service. Including the 
telephona, the hermetically sealed packages and th« au- 
tomobile delivery wagon, that Hiaitcg such a One Im- 
pression at the door. 


Mr. Yoakum's way of putting the matter, epigram- 


matic and convincing, had the great value of bringing 
the subcct home, not so much to the householders as 
to the original source of supply—the 
farmer. 
He 


pointed out that while the price of foodstuffs at the 
city shops had increased, the profits of the farmers had 
not increased. 
The high cost of selling was taking all 


the profits. 


Were the farmers to sell direct to the consumers, ar- 


gued Mr. Yoakum, both would receive benefit from the 
close relationship and the elimination of the middleman. 
The plan was tried In a somewhat sensational manner 
on the lawn in front of the city hall at DBS Molnea. 
Now word comes Trom New York that, it is to be *rled 
on a much broader and much more substantial plan by 
fifty farmers, who say they are the advance guard of 
more than 1,000,000 of their brothers in New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


Upon their arrival in New York, the fifty -farmers 


announced that they had been authorized to put into 
effect a plan whereby the farmer is to sell his produce 
direct to the city retailer, without, the intervention of 
the middlemen. 
They expect to organize a market or 


distributing station, where the produce of thousands of 
farmers will go straight to the hands of retailers, at a 
reduction to the ultimate consumer of at least 40 per 
cent, from present prices. 


Certainly the scheme sounds feasible enough. 
There 


is no reason, either, 
why the farmer and 
consumer 


should not go further and deal with each other direct 
to a great extent, especially in the smaller cities. 
More- 


over, there is no, reason why the farmer should not get 
hotter prices and the consumer lower than those he has 
been accustomed to pay. 
It is still a doubtful question, 


however, whether the consumer will he willing to aban- 
don the luxury o£ picking up the telephone and having 
a wagon or automobile around at his door with bis sup- 
plies, neatly packed, in favor of the way which enabled 
his grandmother to make every penny count. 


The plan of the farmers, suggested by Mr. Yoakum, 


will serve to put the test to the ultimate consumer, for 
whom so many eloquent pleas have been made recently 
upon the stump.

weapons in this way, their use by anyone in an assault 
made is a felony. Whether a pistol misses or not and 
whether the knife or slungshot does its work or not, the 
man who uses it is by that fact, a felon and liable to a 
long sentence. 
A written license to carry arms is re- 


quired of every citizen and an alien is forbidden to 
carry them in a public place at. all and is guilty of a 
felony if they aro found on his person, a provision which 
may be held by the courts to ho contrary 
to 
sundry 


treaty guarantees of equal civil rights for foreigners, 
though like legislation has been upheld and awaits a 
final decision by the federal supreme court. 


At. Harrisburg three hills, two in the house and'one

Book of Life. 


I want to re»d you some verses 


about our name* being in the Book 
of Life. 
Phil. 4:3—"I entreat thee 


also, help those women which labored 
with me In the Gospel, with Clement 
also, and with other my fellow-labor- 
ers, whose names are in the Book of 
Life." That's what Paul wrote about 
those who labored with him. 
Revela- 


tions 13:8—"And all that dwell upon 
the earth, shall-worship him. whose 
names are not written in the Book of 
Life of the Lamb slain from the foun- 
dation of the world." All that are not 
written in the Book of Life shall wor- 
ship the Antichrist. There's a line be- 
tween those that are for Christ and 
those against him. 
Marked differ- 


ence! 


Rov. 20:12—"And I saw the dead, 


•mall and great, stand before God: 
and the books were opened: and an- 
other book was opened, which is the 
Book of Life; and 
the dead 
were 


judges out of those things which were 
written In the books, according to their 
works." 


God's Record*. 


I was once asked in England to sit 


with a judge on the bench While he 
was trying some cases. A man came 
In, and the clerk of court asked it he 
had ever been arrested. He said. "No,." 


I A min opened a book, and read, and 


•aid. "Yes, sir, this man was arrested 
at such and such a time—four or five 
times." 
When that record met him, 


that man turned pale. There was the 
book! And. you know, God has books, 
and every man must meet his own rec- 
ord. I believe God makes every mnn 
write his own record, and he 
must 


meet It.

Rev. 81:87—"And there shall In no 
; wise enter Into It anything that de- 


nieth.' neither

abomination, or maketh a lie; but they 
which are written In the Lamb's Book 
of Life." 


Let the man who Is living a double 


life, a. dishonest life, and loving per- 
sonal gratification and pleasure, make 
light of that. "There shall in no wise 
enter It anything that deflleth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
maketh a lie; but they which are writ- 
ten In the Lamb's Book of Life." 
I 


have never seen a man who lived a 
dishonorable life, a selfish life, an Im- 
pure life, but that he is all the time 
making sport of those who are living 
pure and serving the God of heaven. 
I would rather trifle with everything 
else—with any of the apostles—than 
to trifle with God, because every man 
must meet his own record. God keeps 
books. You can make all manner of 
sport you want to: but there Is one 


• thing of which you may be sure—be' 


.sure your sins will find you out. 


Look at Dan. 12:1—"And at that 


time shall Michael stand u-p. the great 
prince which standeth for the children 
of thy people; and there shall be a

where men have worked for years to 
leave property to their children, and 
It has been swift destruction to them. 
"A mother dying in one of the eastern

the father to bring the children In 
separately that she might give them a

olessingJ 
The oldest of the 


seven was brought in first, and the 
mother talked as much as she couM, 
and gave him her dying blessing, and 
a motto to take with him through life. 
Then she took the next chl)d, and she 
kept on till the last;; and the Infant 
'was brought Inland she kissed It and 
kissed it, and gave a message that the 
father was to keep until the child un- 
derstood it. It was

Why should .there not be inquiry meet- 
Ings all over the land? Men are talk- 
Ing about religion; talking about Jesus 
Christ. They can't find a fault in his

messengers. This world can't get on 
very well without thnt message.

can't get on very well without the 
Son of God. God makes no mistakes.

Have you got your name there? Are 


you doing all you can to bring your 
children to the Book of Life?

next thing is, to lay up our treasure In 
heaven and not down here.

what Christ taught in the Sermon on 
the Mount. It's an Important zermon 
—about 
fifteen 
hundred 
sermons' 


worth condensed Into that o'ne. 


The Place for Treasure. 


Matt. 6:19—"Lay, not up for your- 


selves treasures' upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break througn and steal: but 
lay up for yourselves treasures 
in 


heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. For where 
your treasure is, there will your heart 
be also." If our 
treasure Is down 


here, of course our heart will be here. 
But If our treasure is up on high our 
hearts will be there. Talk about the 
things of time! If a man is living for 
the things of this world, his life will 
show it. If he Is a true child of God. 
and you talk to him about

•advised a man who had all bis treas- 
ures down here to go to England and 
buy that precious jewel in the English 
crown, and try to carry it to heaven! 


A' friend of mine during the 
war 


went to see the owner of one of those 
great western farms, to get him 
to 


give something to the Christian com- 
mission and 
the wounded soldiers. 


The farmer.took him up to the cupola 
of hhs house and said: "Do you see 
those great herds of horses and cattle? 
There's thirty miles of fence around 
that pasture! Do you see that farm? 
Well, that farm is nil mine. 
Not a 


mortgage on any part of it. 
And in 


tho city, those large 
buildings 
are 


mine, too." 
After he had got through 


pointing out his earthly treasurers 
(and he was living on borrowed time), 
my friend said: "What have, you up 
yonder?" 
"What do you moan?" said 


the farmer. 
"What have yotl beyond 


this life? Have you any treasures be- 
yond this life? You arc already living 
on borrowed time. 
The three-score 


years and ten have long run out. Are 
you going to be rich for part of a thou- 
sand years, and be a bankrupt In eter- 
nity, entering the eternal 
world a 


pauper?" "It does look rather strange. 
If you look at It that way, doesn't It?" 
said the rich man. But he died as he 
lived, and the children went to quar- 
reling about the property, and the law- 
yers got the most of It. Living for 
this brief life here!' 0 man, woman, 
get your eyes open. Is It true that we 
are going'to live forever? It so, let 
us live, let us pick up some things 
for the eternal world, and then our 
heart will be there. If you see a man's 
goods coming along on a freight train, 
you know the owner or his agent is 
not far off. So he says. "Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures on 
earth," 


Man, do you know that everything un- 
der the sun is going to be shaken? I 
bclieve'these nations'nre going to he 
awfully shaken. I tell you these earth- 
ly things look pretty small to some 
men. Do you know that most of the 
world's great fortunes have been ac- 
cumulated in the last tfilrty years? 
I 


have not any doubt that these great 
millionaires thought they 
would 
be 


perfectly satisfied if they had a mil- 
lion, and there isn't any satisfaction 
with thirty millions, nor 
a. hundred 


millions. They are not satisfied. Why? 
Because the heart is not satisfied here. 
Don't think of my abusing the rich. I 
don't know, but I bellev*(I would be 
ten times as dissatisfied as they if I 
had their millions. ,A man that is en- 
vious of these rich men. that wants 
to get it, is as bad as the man who 
has it. What's the difference? All the 
fault is this: That you should not set 
your heart and affections on anything 
down here. That's the teaching of the 
Sermon on the Mo''lt. 


"Build Higher." 


When I was in England, they told 


me about- a bed-ridden saint. 
There 


came two birds and they flew around 
the nearby tree, and hy and by went 
off and got some hay and straw and 
began to build a nest. And the bed- 
ridden saint said: "Build higher." She 
was sure a cat would destroy the nest. 
She was tempted to send out a servant 
to tear it down. 
She kept 
saying, 


"Build higher." I am trying to get 
people to-build higher. Wake-up. You 
will be disappointed if you don't build^ 
higher. 
Be rich towards God, nndi 


you'll be rich forever. 
The.nest was 


built, and one day she sent the ser- 
vant out to see if there were any eggs, 
and the servant found them. By and 
by there were little birds, and every 
morning, the first thing done was to 
look and see if the birds were there. 
But one morning the feathers were 
scattered all around. The little birds 
had been torn to pieces by a cat, and 
the old bird was chirping her mourn- 
ing for her last onesr- Man, what a 
picture of life! 
What we want is to 


•build higher." Then It will be easier 
to live a higher life. 


I. remember hearing years ago of a1 


rich -man being stricken down, and he 
sent for a lawyer to make out his will, 
and he went on 
willing away 
his 


property, and his young child didn't 
understand what death was. She heard 
the father giving away the old home. 
He wae willing that away. The little 


thing seemed troubled, as if he was 
going to give the home to mother, and 
said: "Where are you?" She went up 
to the bed and said: 
"Have you a 


home in that land'where you are go- 
Ing to?" 
Oh, how these questions do 


come home to us! and how a\ child 
may ask a question that no philosopher 
can answer! 
Father, mother, have 


you a home In th»t land—that land to 
which you are going? What a horri- 
ble thing it must- be to be a houseless 
and homeless soul forever! 


Now, come. 
Isn't it the height of 


madness for a man or woman to spend 
all their time down" here as many do, 
if they are going to live again? 
It 


seems to me that a man must get that 
thing settled: If death ends all, let us 
"eat, drink and be merry," and give 
up our churches and our Bible. But. It 
man is immortal, and going to live on, 
let us get ready. See what Paul says 
In his letter to the Colosslans: "Set 
your affections on things above, and 
not on things on tht 
earth. 
When 


Christ, who Is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear with him in 
glory." 


Where the Heart Is. 


Now people say, "How are you going 


to set your affections on things above, 
how control your thoughts, and how 
ge them into a heavenly channel? Tell 
us." 
Listen. 
You can talk about a 


country. 
You can get a book on 


France, and read up French history, 
and all about France, 'and get so full 
of France that you can talk 
about 


nothing else but France, 
what we 


want Is to re adalJout this 
heaven, 


talk about heaven, think about heaven, 
and we'll begin to have our thoughts 
there. Isn't that the way to "set your 
affections on things above?"

TAMPERING WITH PENALTY. 


The Advance has repeatedly called 


attention to the da.iger of tampering 
wth penalties against crime or with 
the great moral convictions which «re 
back of the penalties. 
We may scoff 


at the doctrine of a hell, but at the 
same time we know that it will not do 
to put out the fire against sin; yea, 
more, we know that we can not put 
It out. We may call It old or we may 
call it new, it will still be here. If it- 
Is not on one side of MB. it will be on 
the other. Persuade men that there is 
no hell in another world and they will 
Immediately proceed to make a hW 
of this world. The F.rench revolution- 
ists abolished Christianity and its doc- 
trines, and then turned Paris into an 
inferno. 


Indoctrinate a community with the 


Idea that honesty has no reward and 
dishonesty no punishment and it will 
becorn'e so abominably corrupt that no 
honest man will want to live in ft. 
Every place must be made hot for the 
bad man or it will be too hot for the 
good man. 
Penalty must strike the 


man of lust or ruin will strike his 
victims. There must be a sword of 
wrath for the despoller of homes, or 
the homes will be turned into hells. 
When covctousness is torned loose, 
patted on the back and told to go. 
there will be a wail of anguish in the 
land. When a city educates the idea 
of penalty out of the minds of the 
young, it will be filled up with thieves, 
bandits and murderers, and will be 
swept with an epidemic of 
crime. 


When It is safe to do wrong, it Is not 
safe to live right. When a bad boy 
is not affraid to commit hiurder, sortie 
good man will get knieG. Wflen the 
proprietors of a theater are permitted 
to hold the law in contempt, women 
and children will perish in the flames, 
and homes will be emptied of their 
joy. 
If there is sin there - must be 


suffering. It must strike the sinner or 
It will strike somebody else. 


We can refine our ideas of penalty 


all we pleasr. but that will not make 
nature's way of dealing wtlh us less 
painful or even brutal. Fire will still 
burn, water will drbirn and disaster 
and death will follow on the heels of 
reckless disregard ot law. Our care- 
lessness, our folly and our sin will 
come back on us in calamities and af- 
flictions which 
seem 
to know no 


mercy. 


"How shall we escape if we neglect 


so great salvation?" 
exclaims -the 


writer of the Eplstls to the Hebrews. 
And how shall we? Sin means trou- 
ble on one side or the other, and there 
could be no greater or more harmful 
delusion than to think that modern 
progress can" relieve the situation ex- 
cept as It cures the sin. 
Men must 


he saved from sin or suffer. Is the Bible 
doctrine, and there can be no other 
doctrine. 
What 
the 
sinful humnn 


heart wants Is a way to sin and es- 
cape. What the Bible hns provided 
for is a way of escape from the sin of 
the heart. Jesus Christ Is never more 
misrepresented than when his advent 
Into the world is mndc to mean thnt It 
Is sate to live In sin. The snare and 
delusion of our dny Is, that the mnn 
who preaches down penalty Is regard- 
ed as tho merciful mnn. The only 
merciful prencher Is the 
mnn 
who 


preaches up salvation.—Advance.

A golden Image was made by order 


of King .Nebuchadnezzar, and set up 
in the plain of Dura. Its dimensions 
weice ninety feet in height and nine 
feet thick—the proportions of a pillar, 
or obelisk, which might be compared 
in height with many church steeples 
which we are accustomed to see. But 
the image at Dura was a monster in 
its day. and has been a puzzle ever 
since, for how could It have been pos- 
sible to make a construction of Its 
size of gold? 
In recent excavations 


at San (Tanis Zoan) a colossal statue 
of Ramcses II. has been disinterred, 
which. Including the pedestal, is 115 
feet high; but it is of stone. The idea 
has been advanced that Nebuchadnez- 
zar saw that statue of Rameses at the 
time of his Egyptian victories, and that 
it was the suggestion to him of the 
image which he afterward made. 
It 


is quite generally conceded that the 
image at Dura \vag an obelisk sur- 
mouptei by the eagle-headed national 
divinity, representing the Babylonian 
kingdom as a (great world power. 


Another theory is that tho image 


was suggesed to King Nebuchadnez- 
zar by" the dream he had of the great 
image whose head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, his leg's 
of iron, his feet, part of iron and part 
of clay (Dan. 2:32-33). When Daniel 
by the povver of God, Interpreted the 
meaning of the dronm he said to Kin« 
Nebuchadnezzar. "Thou art this head 
of gold." 
If 
this sitylng prompted 


Nebuchadnezzar to put up the image, 
he strangely forgot the' sequel, 
for 


Daniel told him .ihoiit the stone which 
came out of file mountain and smote 
the image, and crushed it Into pieces 
until It became like chaff. 


The amazing statement 
that 
the 


whole image set up by Nebuchadnez- 
zar was of gold is not to he doubted 
when we consider Hint It was probably 
a wooden Image glided, or plated with 
gold. It was the custom then to speak 
of objects as "golden" thus trented.

men. such as rulers of provinces, gen- 
erals of the army, judges, treasurers,

•eathor forecaster, has returned from 


survey of the Xorth Carolina fruit 


and belt and brought word of a new 
cheme by the weather bureau to help 
ettlc tn> Xorth 
Carolina 
mountain 


lopes, first by tilling prospective plo- 
vers how they con make 
a 
living 


here, and then supplying them with 
i system of weather forecasts. 


Professor Cox was assisted in the 


vork by W. M. Htltt. state hnrticul- 
urist. 
Tho region surveyed showed 


great agricultural possibilities, and a 
reneral awakening of Interest in agri- 
'ultnrnl affairs is in evidence through- 
out the fruit belt. 


The main purpose of the preliminary 


survey was to designate sites for the 
l9c::tlon of weather forecasting sat- 
tlons to keep the fruit growers of "the 
mountainous regions Informed regard- 
Ing the weather conditions, and In this 
way prepare the groovers for tho peri- 
odic frosts 
which 
occur 
in 
those 


regions. 


Another purpose of the co-operation 


of the weather bureau and the state 
agricultural board is to collect ac- 
curate data regarding the relative ag- 
ricultural merits of the various moun- 
tain slopes of North Carolina for pros- 
pective settlers. 
"There are wonderful 
agricultural 


possibilities in Xorth Carolina," 
Or. 


Cox said. 
"Tn many sections where 


the 
conditions are almost Ideal for 


fruit growing there has been prac- 
tically no development. In the work- 
ing out of Prof. Moore's plans for the 
establishment of forecasting stations 
at intervals along the mountain slopes 
the best interests of fruit growers may 
be furthered. 


"The conditions found on the moun- 


tain slopes of X""th Carolina demand 
considerable 
scientific 
Investigate." 


Ma-.y peculiar temperature conditions 
have been discovered there. 
At some 


of the mountains it has been found 
that the temperature is higher on the 
slopes than either o» the summit or 
down in the valley. Unexpected con- 
ditions like this have 
caused 
great 


financial loss to many of the growers. 


"At Bowling Rock. X. C... we found 


an orchard of 30,000 trees which has 
yielded practically no fruit. We found 
the altitude there about 
4,200 
feet, 


which is too high in that -latitude tor 
successful fruit growing. 


"At some of the mountains we found 


the' fruit ripe both in the valley and 
on the summit, while on the slope it 
was still green. 
The reason for this 


phenomenon is that the air becomes 
cool and tends to settle, down toward 
the valley. The data gathered on .our 
survey will be used to acquaint fruit 
growers where such conditions exist. | 


"It is a fact that North Carolina is 


awakening to n realization of its re- 
sources. Several very excellent rail- 
roads are being constructed. 
These 


road?., from the transportation of fruit 
alone, ought to be successful. 


"It has been said of that 
country 


lat it is a great land'for men, but 
fit for women and children.

It seems to be a pet fancy with 


many farmers that commercial fertil- 
zcr will make quicker growth when 
used to fertilize young plants than 
ordinary barnyard manure on account 
of being more available for the young 
plants to feed upon. 
The above claim may be right to a 


certain extent if the best quality of 
commercial fertilizer is used on one 
plot and barnyard manure on another. 


But when we speak or write of the 


ordinary barnyard manure we must 
consider the fact that it is not as val- 
uable as when fresh from the stable 
and contains the full amount of plant 
food, both liquids and solids, that it 
contained at thc time it was made.

BLOOD OR LINSEED MEAL.

Few farmers understand tho feed- 


ing and medicinal value of either 
blood meal or linseed meal. Perhaps 
no other fond contains tho necessary 
food element in such concentrated 
form. 
In order to be successful in their 


use one must thoroughly understand 


leir composition, for the one is ex-' 
ctly opposite, both in medicinal and 
lod value, from the other. 
Blood meal is a highly conccn- 


rated form of protein, that most val- 
ablo of food elements—the part from 
hich animals receive their muscles, 
t is the main element that growing 
lock should have in order to build up 


strong constitution. 
Where much corn is fed some blood 


neal should be, adrled in order to 
alance up thc ration, for corn is very 
ich in fat. 
Puch young stock as pics, calves and 
oils very often get the scours from 
.-erfceding. but a few doses of blood 


meal will correct the bowels at once 
nd carry the animal safely through 
his dangerous disease. 


In the ease of very young stock 


.hat follow their mother it should bo 
given to the dam and the young will 
get the benefit nf it through the milk, 
:n all other cases give it directly to 
.he young stock m such quantities as 
nay be needed to suit the size of the 
-inimal and severity of the case. 


Linseed meal is exactly opposite in 
II its properties. It has a tendency 
to loosen the bowels, therefore it i 
very valuable in cases of constipation 
Linseed nieal is very rich in fat—th.

Where any food deficient in fat i

nany instances differ from diarrhoea 
n grown nnimnls. nnrl has special fea- 
uros of its own. taking the form of 
nfectious Int.cKtinnl catarrh which is 
ar more serious than the diarrhoea of 
he full grown animal. 


Scours in calves generally appear 


suddenly. 
A perfectly healthy calf 


may he seized all at once, apparently, 
without any change in food or care. 


The symptoms of this 
infantile 


diarrhoea usually appear during thc 
first two or three weeks of life. 


In ninny cases scours appear within 


a few hours after the animal is born, 
and the calf may die. within from 
twenty-four hours unless it receives 
prnmpt and proper treatment. 


It is common for the calf to be af- 


flicted with scours 
immediately 


birth, even before it has had time, to 
suck or take any nourishment what- 
ever.. 


The faeces of manure !s very thin 


and watery. It has a sour.'disagree 
able odor and is usually lisht colored 
The evacuations ore frequent and ex* 
polled with force. 


The first indication ot scours Is thc 


sc.ilerl condition of the tail, loss o 


ippetlte, sunken eyes, sometimes the 
nliva flowing from the mouth, no at- 
empt being made to swallow. 


They have a staring coat, grow thin, 


ind lose strength rapidly.

from

tho disease. 


If allowed to continue for any 


length of time the scouring will be 
accompanied by congestion and ul- 
ceration .of 
the

brought on. 
To prevent scours in calves, proper 


care should be given to the mother 
while pregnant, that she. may be able 
to give birth to a healthy calf. 


As scours is a germ disease, it is 


important that the. calf be free from 
this disease when born. 


Cows afflicted with the disease of 


abortion convey this disease to their 
offspring. 


It is for this reason that calves so 


often die of scours before they have 
taken nourishment. 


It is therefore very necessary fhat 


the cow be kept free from disease IB 
order to obtain healthy calves. 


Calves 
born, afflicted with th'« 


germs of this disease In their system, 
arc in a position to spread the disease 
to other calves that they may coma 
in contact with in the same herd, of 
if shipped to other herds. This is 
another proof of its infectious nature. 


To prevent and overcome scours ia 


calves, they should be given medicines 
that prevent fermentation .of food to 
ally irritation and congestion, soothe 
and heal inflammed mucous membrane 
act as an antiseptic, as this is quite 
necessary when the disease is due to 


germ. 
The most important factor In tS» 


raising of cattle is their care while 
young. Do not think you are doing 
the correct thing if you are only 
managing to keep the life In the calf 
until it is three months old, and'thea 
have it get. fat on grass before the 
winter comes.

way or elevated trip that she takes daily to and from 
fcer .business, except for the saving grace that for a 
few days she is cut off from the anxieties that beset 
Mr ashore, 


t\xrr« everything else she desires to be let alone. 


If »he rotwes hersejf from the lethargy of fatigue she 
Ik preoccupied with plans connected with her business. 
the Is uncommunicative because she is little accus- 
tomed to talking anything but. shop, and she surely will 
not talk shop 'with the casual traveller with whom she 
Is thrown. Neither the man wbo is willing to vary 
the hours at sea with a littlp flirtation nor the woman 
who 1* curtouB concerning one of her sex who appears 
to be prosperous and detached and yet perfectly 
proper Is able to draw out the woman buyer during 
her Six days of Interregnum. 


Before sbe could leave reports on the condition of 


her stock had to bo made, future plans outlined and. 
most Important of all. she had ,to formulate the policy 
to be followed in her absence. 


To tbe merchandise man she stated her plnns. Over 


her signature she signified the exact amount of 
money she desired her assistants to spend for "emer- 
gency" purchases. 
This amount was necessarily 


small, for she has a firm belief that, no one excepting 
herself can select salable merchandise for her depart- 
ment and she lives in constant fear of purchases ac- 
cumulating beyond control. 
~8he~also"furnished the merchandise man with fig- 
ures representing the amount of sales she expected 
the department to make while she was awny. her 
calculations being In excess of t.he sales of the same 
period of the year before. If t.hp reported sales dur- 
ing her abse.nce do not tnlly with those she left, as a 
guidance, t.he assistants will be summoned before the 
tnerchsndlse man, where explanations will be de- 
manded but no excuses accepted. 


Tendering Her Figures. 


Then came the foreign merchandise man. to whom 


ehe submitted her calculations. To him she tendered 
figures showing her foreign purchases of the previous 
year, and she placed at his disposal hooks proving 
Jnst bow much of her purchases she had sold and at 
What profit 
As th« results had been satisfactory 


• And as the money spent In the forpign :narket had 


proved a good investment, she was Informed that 
eh* could place orders for a like amount for the next 
Season. 


The aim of the foreign man Is to increase the vol- 


ume of business and encourage relations between the 
American buyer and the foreign manufacturer. He is 
•n enthusiastic Individual always ready to unfold 
•ome plan whereby It will be possible for the woman 
buyer to duplicate her purchases of the season before 
•t smaller cost. He is constantly In communication 
' with small manufacturers In the remote corners of 


Europe and will advtae trips to hitherto unknown 
lands with the nonchalance of one suggesting a ferry 
trip across the North River. 


He will send her to Berlin for flowers and Vienna 


for wings, to Dublin and adjoining villages for Irish 
laces, to Lyons for veiling and chiffons, to Italy for 
leghorn hats and straw braids. In fact, hp regards the. 
Woman bnyer as a ferret to penetrate, into the smallest 
eorners of t.he world snd dig out elusive merchandise. 
St. Petersburg would be considered simply a little 
Jaunt if a Cossack turban were waiting There to bring 
fame and fortune to the millinery department and to 
the foreign office, always on the alert to claim its share 
of credit. 


,When all matters pertaining to her journey had been 


discussed she was given her tickp.t, her personal ex- 
pense book and some money. 


Her expense hook is of greatest importance—to her- 


self. Should she forget to jot down in it a railroad 
fare or overlook a cab ride it, will be charged to her 
personally. 


On the inside cover of the littlp book which she re- 


ceives for this purpose is printed thp pxact amount al- 
lowed her for each day. and under no circumstances 
Is she to overstep thp limit. 
. For her room she is allowed two dollars a day. If 
she reaches a hotel during a gala season and finds it 
crowded, with prices doubled and rooms at a premium, 
it means that she must draw upon hpr own resources, 
-and the difference, between the tw'o dollar allowance 
and the real cost must IIP charged to hprsclf. 


For her mpals hpr firm allows fnnr dollars a day. 


This seems princely at a glance, but closer investiga- 
tion will show that the amount Is insufficient. A din- 
ner on a Continental express is served at a fixed price 
and with an accompanying tip. A rushed breakfast 
calls for additional fpes and a willing army of waiters, 
valets, maids nnd concierge do not. how h«r to one's 
taxi for nothing. Such delicacies as water, butter, ico 
and table service necessitate further outlay, while af- 
ternoon teas, tickets for the theatre nnd an occasional 
rJsit to th* Palais de Glace must come under the fiend-

Damn Fashion. 


One dollar and a balf a day is allowed for cah fares.

After she has been is Paris a week or so she is 


equipped for her work as a shrewd and discriminating • ^y,,"^ caught at the end of a 
buyer. Down to the Paris office she goes again and 
finds an American atmosphere In thft place. In each 
of the dingy little rooms sits a buyer from her firm at 
home looking over the line in which be or she is inter- 
ested. In one room the upholstery buyer examines 
cretons. draperies and damasks, hung In Unes from 
the ceiling. In another room the lace buyer, is oblivi- 
ous of all else but the priceless masses put forth for 
his approval; the neckwear woman fingers jabots and 
marabous, the lingerie buyer Is hidden behind snowy 
piles of sheer cambrics from which here and there 
dainty blue and pink ribbons peep. 


The woman buyer removes her new cbapeau and 


Immaculate white gloves and sits intent on making 
a proper selection of "fancy bands." Not much inspi- 
ration in them, especially as she is anxious to soar to 
the more artistic side" of millinery, but as "fancy 
bands" constitute the bread and butter part of the mil- 
linery business and are highly lucrative they must re- 
ceive consideration. A "fancy band." as the name 
implies, is a galloon used in the making of bonnets 
and toques for elderly women, although frequently 
employed in the trimming of hats for those customers 
who come under the heading of "country trade." It is 
merely a question of weight, design and quantity, and 
the woman buyer is relieved when the selection is 
completed. 


"French Mourning Millinery." 
'• 


Next comes the "cheap mourning" millinery. This 


obtained in the same manner. 


In dealing witli tne French manufacturer she con- 


fronts entirely different methods of doing business 
from the American. In America tbe manufacturer Is a 
merchant; in Paris he is an artist. The American will 
become overstocked and he is in constant fear that he

Stock which must be sacrificed. He is ever ready for 
business and will meet the buyer half way. He will 
cut prices and encourage special sales. 


In Paris, where every article is made by hand and 


where the demand is greater than the supply, it Is the 
other way. It is the buyer who begs that the order 
she places be filled and shipped to her. 


She may sit patiently all morning In a close and 


bady ventilated room, looking at samples and making 
selections, only to find when she is ready to place her 
order that the goods cannot be delivered at tbe given - 
time and that her entire morning's work has b«n 
wasted: or, what is more likely, he will send her away 
happy, vowing to fill her order if he must neglect every 
other client. Yet his merchandise will never arrive, 
owing to the fact that he has too many orders or thai 
some on« following her had offered a higher price. . 


The woman buyer must take these cancellations intc 


consideration, and to discount such a possible disaster 
must overbuy. 
When she does this she stands ir 


danger of being summoned to tbe merchandise office . 
when she gets back to America, for if her instructions 
have been to spend $15.000 and invoices arrive foi 
$16.000 arguments will be unavailing and the only 
way she can escape trouble is to dispose of every dol- 
lar's worth of purchases before the merchandise office 
hns time to call on her for an accounting of her im- 
portations.

The little mjlllner In a side me 
or an out. of the way avenue may be a genius »nd her 
hats masterpieces, but until she has received the 
stamp of approval of the fashlonaDtc world sh« doe* 
not exist for the woman buyer.

After tbe woman buyer has decided on her model 


hats and shipped them she make* a "finishing up" 
tour, rushing from one end of Paris to th* other, from 
the Quartler Latin to Montfnartre: from Place rt« 1» 
RppuhUqne to the Porte Maillot; through narrow p»«- 
pngeways and up endless flights of stair*, gathering 
bits of "lace, pieces of straw, a particular tassel or a 
ribbon rose.
